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MARKET  REVIEW 


Sales  of  sugar  for  domestic  consumption  during  July  were  disappointing  . 
During  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  apparently  in  early  August,  sales 
were  running  slightly  above  the  rate  of  last  year.  However,  preliminary 
reports  indicate  that  only  852,000  tons  of  sugar  were  distributed  in  July 
as  compared  to  the  record  of  1,028,000  tons  in  July  1966.  Notable  con- 
tributory caus  es  include  cooler  and  wetter  weather  in  parts  of  the  country 
including  the  populous  northeast  which  retarded  outdoor  activity  and  the 
consumption  of  soft  drinks  and  ice  cream;  delayed  harvest  of  the  peach 
and  other  canning  crops  because  of  weather;  and  reduced  inventories  of 
sugar  and  sugar-containing  products  in  the  hands  of  food  processing 
plants  on  the  west  coast,  where  sugar  available  for  distribution  was 
scarce  in  July . 

Sugar  distribution  by  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in  the  con- 
tinental United  States  in  the  first  seven  months  of  1967  appears  to  have 
been  5 ,  697 ,  0 33  tons  as  compared  to  5,825,900  tons  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1966.  Distribution  of  refined  beet  sugar  at  1,543,251  tons 
was  about  144,000  tons  less  than  in  the  same  period  last  year.  Distri- 
bution by  cane  sugar  refiners  amounted  to  4,095,587  tons,  or  about 
22,000  tons  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1966. 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  inventories  (preliminary)  as  of  July  31  were  about 
121,000  tons  larger  than  a  year  earlier  but  about  37,000  tons  less  than 
at  the  end  of  June  of  this  year.  Beet  sugar  processors'  inventories  de- 
clined seasonally  during  July  to  813,000  tons,  about  37,000  tons  less 
than  the  quantity  on  hand  a  year  earlier. 

The  spot  quotation  for  domestic  raw  sugar  was  7.30  cents  per  pound 
for  all  but  the  last  two  trading  days  of  July  when  it  rose  to  7.32  cents~, 
where  it  remained  until  August  14.  The  average  for  the  month  of  July 
was  7.30  cents  per  pound  as  compared  with  7.00  cents  for  July  1966 
and  7.23  cents  for  the  January- July  1967  period.  The  average  spot 
price  for  the  first  seven  months  in  1966  was  6.91  cents  per  pound. 
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The  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  in  the  basis  pack  in 
the  Northeast  and  Gulf  territories  has  not  changed  this  year.  An  upward 
pressure  in  other  regions  occurred  in  mid- June.  The  quoted  prices  for 
the  basis  pack  (100-pound  paper  bag)  of  sugar  were  increased  .10  cent 
per  pound  in  the  Eastern  beet,  Chicago-West  and  direct- shipment 
territories,  .15  cent  in  the  Southeast  and  Northwest  Intermountain 
territories  and  .30  cent  in  the  Lower  Pacific  Coast  territory.  About  the 
same  time  achange  in  the  basing  pointfrom  nearest  cane  sugar  refinery 
to  point  of  production  occurred  in  the  Lower  Pacific  Coast  territory  -- 
this  had  the  effect  of  offsetting  roughly  half  of  the  .30  cent  increase  in 
basic  price.  As  of  August  10,  by  territories,  the  quotations  for  the 
basis  pack  were:

Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  August  5  amounted  to  743,094  tons 
compared  to  828,830  tons  through  August  6,  1966.  Hawaiian  sugar  pro- 
duction was  delayed  somewhat  during  the  early  spring  by  unfavorable 
weather  but  in  recent  weeks  has  shown  improvement .  The  Department's 
Crop  Reporting  Board  now  estimates  that  sugarcane  production  in  1967 
will  be  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  1967  sugar  crop  in  Puerto  Rico  has  now  been  completed.  Production 
amounted  to  817,000  short  tons,  raw  value.  Lastyear  883,000  tons  were 
produced.  Drought  reduced  the  production  of  sugarcane  from  the  1967 
crop  but  the  quality  improved.  Yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  in  1967 
averaged  9.903  percent  compared  to  9.228  last  year. 

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board,  on  the  basis  of  conditions  as 
of  August  1,  estimated  the  production  of  sugarbeets  as  19  million  tons 
or  seven  percent  less  than  last  year.  This  compares  with  the  July 
forecast  of  a  crop  nine  percent  less  than  in  1966.  The  improvement  in- 
dicated was  based  on  generally  favorable  growing  conditions  during  July 
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whichboosted  indicated  yields  from  16.1  to  16.5  tons  of  sugarbeets  per 
acre.  No  change  was  made  in  the  July  estimate  of  sugarcane  to  be 
produced  in  Louisiana  and  Florida.  At  average  rates  of  sugar  extrac- 
tions, sugar  production  of  1,252,000  from  the  1967  crop  in  these  States 
is  indicated. 

The  retail  price  of  sugar  in  the  five-pound  paper  bag  averaged  nation- 
ally 12.22  cents  per  pound  in  June  -  about  the  same  as  the  average  for 
the  first  half  of  the  year  and  two  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  spot  price  for  world  market  sugar  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  averaged  1.90  cents  per  pound  during  July  and  1.97  cents  for 
the  first  seven  months  of  1967.  On  August  14  the  spot  price  was  1.6  5 
cents  per  pound.  On  that  date  prices  for  futures  ranged  from  1.67  cents 
for  September  .1967  delivery  to  2.42  cents  for  November  1968  delivery.

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  July  29,  1967  were  1,778,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  108,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
down  352,000  tons  from  June  30,  1967.  During  July  refiners;  stocks  de- 
creased about  49,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  215,000 
tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  by  34,000  tons  and 
importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  increased  about  54,000 
tons  . 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  July  31,  1967  were  6,074,301  short 
tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  4,725,699  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  10,800,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally ,  January-June  deliveries,  1967  as  compared  to  1966  were 
up  in  4  of  the  5  regions:  the  increases  --  North  Central  2.7  percent, 
Middle  Atlantic  1.2  percent,  South  0.6  percent  and  West  0.0  5  percent- 
decreases  --  New  England  down  2.  1  percent. 

5.  June  1967  distribution  of  corn  sweeteners  by  corn  refiners  -  the 
equivalent  of  179,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  down  9>000  tons  from 
May  1967  and  up  25,000  tons  from  June  1966.  Corn  sirup  distribution 
June  1967  -  132,000  tons,  down  9,000  tons  from  May  1967  and  up 
24,000  from  June  1966.  Distribution  of  dextrose  June  1967  -  47,000 
tons,  the  same  as  for  May  1967  and  up  about  1,000  tons  from  June  1966.
